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FUNDS  FOR  RESEARCH  AT 

STATE  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS 

Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  are  institutions  engaged  in  systematic 
research  that  seeks  to  enlarge  the  existing  body  of  scientific  knowledge 
as  this  applies  to  agriculture  and  related  fields.     The  stations  are 
administered  by  qualified  scientists  known  as  directors  who  are  respon- 
sible only  to  their  respective  land- grant  colleges  and,    in  the  case  of 
two  States,    to  a  State  board. 

A  substantial  part  of  the  State  Experiment  Station  financial  support  is 
from  Federal-grant  payments  appropriated  annually  by  the  United  States 
Congress  under  authorization  of  the  Hatch  Act  as  amended  in  1955,   and 
Section  204  (b)  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  of  1946.     Direct  grants 
and  cooperative  agreements  are  also  made  by  the  Department  and  other 
Federal  agencies.     The  great  bulk  of  Experiment  Station  support,    how- 
ever,   is  derived  from  appropriations  of  State  Legislatures  and  from  other 
non-Federal  sources  such  as  grants  from  farmer  cooperatives,   founda- 
tions,  and  industry.     Thus  the  total  obligations  of  non-Federal  funds 
during  the  fiscal  year  1961  were  $118,  810,  7  52  as  compared  with  a  total 
of  Federal- grant  obligations  of  $31,  802,  462  or  a  ratio  of  nearly  $4  of 
State  funds  for  $1  of  Federal- grant  money. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  responsibility  to  the  Congress  for  the 
proper  use  of  the  Federal- grant  funds  in  the  States.     The  operating 
agency  designated  to  handle  this  responsibility  is  the  Cooperative  State 
Experiment  Station  Service.     The  Service  has  principal  responsibility 
for  coordinating  research  between  the  stations  and  participates  in 
coordinating  it  between  the  stations  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Under  P.   L.   86-533,   passed  by  the  86th  Congress  on  June  29,    1960,   an 
annual  report  to  Congress  on  the  work  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Stations  is  no  longer  required.     A  compilation  of  the  funds  available  to 
the  stations  and  of  operations  related  thereto  is  provided  in  the  10  tables 
that  comprise  this  leaflet. 

Reports  on  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  work  in  a  given  State  are 
available  by  writing  the  director  whose  name  and  address  for  a  given 
State  appear  on  the  inside  back  cover  page  of  this  leaflet.     A  listing  of 
State  Experiment  Station  publications  received  in  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  Library  appears  in  the  Agricultural  Bibliography  published 
11  times  a  year  and  available  in  all  land-grant  colleges  and  university 
libraries,   also  in  public  libraries  in  principal  localities.
